VESUVIUS 625° HOT. 


rof. Malladra Took the Volcano’s 
Temperature in its Depths.

NAPLES, Sept. 14.—In their recent 
descent of the crater of Vesuvius 
Prof. Malladra and his two compan- 
fons reached a depth of 1,200 feet, 
constituting a record for such an en- 
jterprise. They spent an hour in mak- 
jing scientific experiments on the 
| brink of the great funnel at the bot- 
itom of the crater, which they were 
able to sound to a depth of 200 feet. 
The funnel, which is 500 feet in 
diameter, was created by the sudden 
subsidence of the old crater floor last 
month. Since then the flames which 
were visible at night have vanished, 
owing to the temporary obstruction of 
the chimney. 
| The explorers found the inside of 
‘ewes funnel to be an enormous fiery 
| cavern. They lost their thermom- 
‘eters, the steel rope on which they 
 ataie’ suspended becoming fused by 
the acids and the terrific heat. How- 
lever, they had obtained a registered 
temperature of 626 degrees Fahren- 
heit before the mishap occurred.

ITS ENGINEER RULES 


Puts Fitness and Ability Above 
Seniority in the Promotion 
of Its Men. 


TWO-YEAR TEST IN EFFECT 


Rigid Probationary Reéequireme..t 
Before They May Enter the 
Passenger Service.

NEW HAVEN, Sept. 14.—The New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road promulgated to-day its new rules 
regulating the advancement of firemen 
and engineers, puttifig fitness and abil- 
ity above seniority. 

The new order is effective at once 
and supersedes the code agreed upon 
by the railroad and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers. In several re- 
speets it is adverse to the regulation 
sought by the Brotherhood in the new 
agreement it is proposing. It is under- 
stood that members of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission have unoffi- 
cially approved the rules. 

Here/ig the new regulation: 

Rights of engineers and firemen to 
reference of runs shall be governed 
by fitness, ability, previous service 
and seniority. An engineer or fire- 
man losing his run, by reason of it 
having been discontinued, or having 
been taken py an engineer or fire- 
man his senior, or for any reason not 
brought about by any fault or action 
of his own, shall be entitled, !f com- 
petent, to any run on the same divi- 
sion held by an engineer or fireman 
his junior in seniority. ; 

No engineer who has had less than 
one year’s road experience as an 
engineer shall be allowed to run local 
passenger trains, and no engineer 
who has had less than two years 
road experience as an engineer shall 
be allowed to run express passenger 
trains. : 

No engineer will be allowed to run 
either local or through passenger 
trains until his competency has been 
certified to Dy the road foreman of 
engines and master mechanic,  un- 
less accompanied by the road fore- 
man of engines or other competent 
employe, until his competency is de- 
termined and certified to. 7 

Spare passenger engineers will not 
be permitted to run. express passen- 
ger trains unless they have served a 
satisfactory probationary eriod as 
firemen or engineers in freight or local 
passenger service over a@ reasonable 
portion of the territory covered by 
the run, unless accompanied by the 
road foreman of engines or other 
competent employe until his com- 
petency is determined and certified 
to. 

Test for Firemen. 


No fireman will be eligible for as- 
signment or advancement to through 
passenger service until his competency 

established. 

The list of. spare passenger en- 
gineers will be composed of men taken 
from road service. 

The division superintendent will be 
responsible for the. enforcement of 
these rules and the maintenance of 
proper discipline on his division. The 
decision of the superintendent in all 
‘matters of discipline shall be final, 
unless an appeal is made as _ pre- 
scribed, 

Any appeal from the decision of 
the division superintendent as to 
discipline, rates of pay, or working 
conditions must be made in writing 


to the superintendent within thirty 
days of the ~— of notice to em- 
ye affected. : 
Ae appeal from the decision of 
the division superintendent as to dis- 
missal will not be entertained until 
after a joint statement containing 
all facts from. the. division superin-~ 
tendent and committees representing 
the aggrieved employe has been made 
to the general manager, who will, if 
the facts justify, authorize an ap- 
peal. This appeal will be heard by 
a committee appointed by the gen- 
eral manager, at which. time both 
sides will be represented, and the 
decision of this board, or a majority 
of it, will be final.

AMERIGAN REFUGEES 6 DEAL 


SEIZED IN MEXICO. 


100, Including Women and 


Children, Taken by Rebels 
in Flight from Torreon. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 14.—One hun- 
dred Americans, including women and 
children, refugees from Torreon, are 
reported to have fallen into the hands 
of rebels ‘when proceeding overland to 
Saltillo. The authorities in Saltillo de- 
cline to take the responsibility of send- 
ing a force to thelr rescue, fearing, 
they say, that the rebels would com- 
mit atrocities on the refugees, which 
otherwise possibly would be avoided. 

The report comes from an official | 
source in Saltillo,“7 but has not been 
confirmed. The American Embassy 
has been advised and has called on the 
Mexican Foreign Office to investigate 
the rumor and do whatever is possible 
to relieve the Americans, should the 
report be true. 

Federico Gamboa, the Foreign Min- 
ister, has had no advices further than 
the communication from, the United 
States Embassy. He expressed regret, 
but added that it was no more than 
might be expected as .ne result of the 
“neutrality policy’? of the United 
States, which, he said, had hampered the | 
Huerta Administration in preceeding ' 
with a strong hand against rebels and |} 
bandits. 

Gen. Trucy Aubert, a Federal com- 
mander, with 1,000 men, is proceeding 
from the north to the relief of Torreon, 
and passed Saltillo -esterday. He is 
traveling over approximately the same 
route as the Americans! It is regarded | 
as possible that the rebels will disap- 
pear before his advance. He is making ! 
slow progress. 

The Americans are headed by J. C. 
Allen, Deputy Consul General, of Mont- | 
erey, who went to Torreon to notify 
American residents there of President 
Wilson’s warning to quit the country. 
They left Torreon on Sept. 1, traveling 
by the most available conveyances to 
be had across the plains in the direction 
of Saltillo, there having been no rail- 


road communication for many weeks. 
They were passed on the way by J. R. 
Everett of Palestine, Texas, near Parras, 
about half way to Saltillo, eighty miles | 
from Torreon. Everett reached Saltillo | 
Sept. 10, and reported that the caravan | 
was making slow headway, owing to | 
the bad roads and its poor equipment. 

The United States Vice Consul in Sal- | 
tillo, John R: Silliman, telegraphed to 
the American Embassy to-night that H. 
Degener and another American had left 
that city at 7 o'clock in the morning on 
horseback to try to learn the fate of 
the American refugees. 

Another American who arrived in Sal- | 
tillo from Torreon to-day reported that 
the caravan had left Parras on Sept. 11,

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0 DEAD, MANY HURT 
IN AUTO ACCIDENTS 


Seventy-Year-Old Autoist Killed 
—Retired Manufacturer 
Run Down. 


— 


Five persons were killed and many 
were injured, some of whom are likely 
to die, in automoble accidents yesterday 
in this city, New Jersey and Long 
Island. 

Charles Sievers, a retired merchant of 
101 East Trémont Avenue, the Bronx, 
was driving toward Manhattan in his 
high-powered five-passenger automobile. 
at 1 o’clock this morning and when the 
car was opposite the Tallapoosa Club 
on Pelham Parkway, at the entrance of 
Pelham Bay Park, he suddenly lost con- 
trol of the steering wheel, the machine 
rolling into the ditch and turning com- 
pletely over. Mr. Sievers was killed in- 
stantly. His three companions were se— 
riously injured and two of them may 
die. 

Mr. Sievers, who was 70 years old, 
had been spending the evening in New 
Rochelle, it was said. He had with him 
in the tonneau James Dunn, 65 years 
old, Chief Inspector of the Department 
of Water Supply,’Gas and BPlectricity, 
and living at 1,940 Grand Concourse, 
and Mr. Dunn’s son, John C. Dunn, 32 
years old, a clerk in the same depart- 
ment, and another man, whose identity 
the police could not learn. James Dunn 
suffered a fracture of the skull. His 
son and the fourth man were uncon- 
scious when picked up. 

Members of the Tallapoosa Club were 
the first on the scene. They put several 
automobiles into service and rushed 
the victims to Fordham Hospital. 

Coroner Alfred Ambler of Queens 
Robert W. Schuette, 
son of William Schuette, a wealthy lum- 
ber merchant of 220 Fifth Avenue, 
Manhattan, whose automobile on Sat- 
urday night struck and killed Francis 
Van Sprewenburg, a retired cigar manu- 
facturer, 58 years old, of 196 Powers 
Street, Brooklyn.

At the age 
lof 18 he enrolled in St. Augustine's 
| Seminary in Mainz, and on Dec. 28, 
|1904, was ordained by Bishop Kestein 
| of that institution. He was then as- 
|signed to St. Elizabeth’s Church in 
Darmstadt, where he remained for six 
months. Next he was assigned to a 
village church in Burgel. 

After being in poor health for a year, 
according to Schmidt, he came to this 
country on the steamship Grosser Kur- 
| fiirst of the North German Lloyd Lite. 
| After a short time in this city he went 
|to Louisville, Ky. In 1909 he was con- 
inected with a church in Trenton, N. J. 
|In December, 1910, he became assistant 
;to Father Braun, rector of St. Boniface’s 
Church, at Second Avenue and. Forty- 
seventh Street. Here it was that he 
met Anna Aumuller. 

In November, 1912, Schmidt left St.

Pillowcase the Clue, 


The pillowcase in which the upper part 
of the torso of the murdered body was | 
wrapped furnished the clue which 
brought about the arrest and confession | 
of Schmidt. When this was fished out 
of the Hudson on Sept. 5, a tag was) 
found attached to ft bearing the name of 
the Robinson-Roders Company of New- 
ark and the figures ‘'89’’ written in| 
pencil. The books of the Robinson-Roders | 
Company showed that only twelve pil- | 
lows of this size and pattern had been 
manufactured, and that all twelve had 
been sold to George Sachs, a furniture 
dealer kt 2,768 Eighth Avenue. Sachs 
had all but two of these tn his stock. | 
One was traced to a woman who was | 
found to know nothing of the crime. 

Inspector Faurot obtained from Sachs 
a list of all the pillows which he had 
gcid since last March, when the twelve 
pillows were purchased from the Robin- 
son-Roders Company. There were nearly 
forty pillows on the Hst, and these were 
carefully traced by Detectives Bennett 
and Charlock from the Prosecutor's | 
office in Hudson County, Lieut. O'Neill 
of the East 152d Street Station, and sev- | 
eral detectives from Headquarters. 

There was an item in Sachs’s books of 
the sale on Aug. 25 of two pillows, a 
chair, bedsprings, and. a white enameled 
bed for 4 total of $12.68. All these had 

een delivered to 6S Bradhurst Avenue. | 
Lieut. O'Neill, who was assigned to 
follow this clue, learned from Carlton 
Brooker, Superintendent of the building 
at 68 Bradhurst Avenue, that this fur- 
niture had been moved into a four-room 
apartment on the south side of the third 
fleor in the rear. 

The apartment had been engaged in 
the name of Hans Schmidt on Aug. 235, 
the day that the furniture had been pur- 
chased from Sachs. Schmidt had told 
Brooker that he was engaging the! 
apartment and furnishing {it for a young | 
woman, a relative of his, who was soon 
to be married. 

It was last Monday that the detectives | 
first visited 68 Bradhurst Avenue, Since | 
that time Inspector Faurot has iept | 
men watching the place day and night. | 
During these five days no one visited the 
apartment. ‘Ihis circumstance aroused | 
suspicion more and more, and when 
other clues had been investigated and | 
one by one proved false, Inspector Fau- 
rot grew impatient and on Saturday 
night decided to break into the apart-

The Apartment Entered. | 





Accompanied by Lieut. O'Neill, Detec- | 
tives Cassassa, M¢e¢Kenna, and Thomas 
Horan and Stenographer O'Connell, In- 
spector Faurot entered the apartment at 
6 o’clock on Saturday night with a key | 
obtained from the Superintendent of the | 
duilding. 

A glance about the flat was enough 
to convince them that the murder had 
been committed there. There was a 
dark stain on the green wall paper of | 
the room in which the bed lay and 
another stain on the floor of the hall 
between the bedroom and _ bathroom. | 
The stain on the floor had been almost | 
effaced by scrubbing. A new scrubbing | 
brush was found in the sink in the} 
kitchen and six cakes of soap on the! 
drain board beside it. i 

The springs lay on the white-enameled | 
bed, but the mattress, pillow and bed | 
ding had been removed. The only} 
furniture in the apartment besides ‘he | 
bed was a single cheap wicker-tottomed 
chair, a refrigerator and a stove in the |} 
kitchen. The refrigerator and stove 
came with the apartment. 

There were two trunks, a steamer! 
trunk and a small zinc trunk. On the} 
small one lay a tin box and a small | 
wooden box which had contained 
package of paper. These were opened 
first and emptied of fifty or sixty | 
letters written to Anna Aumuller at} 
various addresses. Some of the letters | 
were several years old and quite a 
number were in German. There were | 
also a good many postal cards. 

When they opened the large trunk 
the dectectives found on top of a heap | 
of women's clothes a butcher knife 
fifteen inches long and a large hand- 
saw.

Traced to the Rectory. 


Inspector Faurot parceled the letters 
out among the detectives to be read for 
the mames and addresses of persons 
who might be acquainted with the 
girl. Most of the letters appeared to| 
be from women and from relatives in 
Germany. None threw any direct Hght 
on the murder, so the detectives picked 
out three addresses where the girl had 
worked, and set out to learn what they 
could about her from these places. 


They went first to places on Sixtieth 
Street and on Seventieth Street. In- 
spector Faurot said that little was 
learned about the girl at these two 
places. He declined to name the fam- 
flies with whom she had worked as a 
servant. 

The third place was the rectory of 
St. Boniface’s Church, on Forty-sev- 


enth Street and Second Avenue, where 


the detectives saw the pastor, the Rev. 
J. S. Braun. He said that the girl had 
entered his employ on Dec, 10, 1912. 
Shortly after this Father_ Braun and 
his sister made a ae to Europe, leav- 
ing the rectory in charge of a house- 
keeper who had trouble with the girl 
and discharged her. After the return of 
Father Braun in May, Miss Aumuller 
again apeited for a place. She re- 
mained there till Aug. 31, when Father 
Braun discharged her, he said, be- 
cause he was not satisfied with her

He took the knife and saw ~ith him 
to his room in the rectory and kept 
them there two days. Armed With these 
weapons, he went shortly before mid- 
night to the apartment at 68 Bradhurst 
Avenue. He told Inspector Faurot that 
he turned on the electric lignt in the 
bathroom only so that the sudden 
fliumination would not rouse the girl, 
whom he knew to be sleeping in the 
next room. 

“She never knew what happened,’’

With the knife, found later, Schmidt 
cut the woman’s throat. Almost im- 
mediately after inflicting the death 
wound, he carried her into the bath- 
room, placed the body in the tub and 
proceeded to dismember it with the 

fiife and saw. He cut the body into 
seven pieces, severing the head first. 
Then he removed the arms and severed 
the trunk. The legs were next ampu- 
tated at the hip and severed again 
below the knees. 

Physicians who examined parts of the 
Lody have aereed that the dismember- 
ment was expertly done. When the .ie 
tectives estioned Schmidt about this, 
he said thet he had studied surgery /or 
several months in Germany. 

Most of the precautions taken by 
Schmidt in attempting to cover the evi- 
dence of his crime had been planned fn 
advance.

“There are some very Important ques- 
tions to be investigated concerning this 
case,’"" said Faurot. **Schmidt was 


| reluctant to talk about his remedies and 


his medical cards and stock. There 
may be much more to be said about 
this later.’’ 

Schmidt said that the name of Mollere, 
which he had taken in posing as a 
physician, was his mother’s name.

The letters written in 
German to Miss Aumuller have not been 
translated and it is ae by this 
means to learn something about her 
past life, about which very little is 
known at present, 

In his statement to Assistant District 
Attorney Murphy, Schmidt said that his 
mother and father were living, and that 
he had several brothers and sisters in 
Germany. Most of them, he said, are 
at his native town, Aschaffenburg, Ger- 
many.

Albany, Sept. 13, 1913. 

My Dear Sir: I feel that it is my 
duty to call your attention at this time 
te the urgent necessity of your pres- 
ence at the session of the Legislature 
to be held Wednesday next, (Sept. 17,) 
at 8:30 o'clock P. M. 

The subject of legislation that is re- 
quired to be considered at that time is 
the passage of an appropriation bill 
to authorize the levying of a direct tax 
from which to realize and collect the 
necessary amounts of money with 
which to pay the interest and the con- 
tributions to the sinking funds upon 
the bonds issued by the State for the 
moneys heretofore devoted to the im- 
provement of the canals and the high- 
ways of the State. 

The Constitution commands that this 
tax be levied and that these moneys 
be collected for the purposes men- 
tioned. The State, as I am advised 
by the Controller, has no means of 
meeting these interest and sinking fund 
obligations except by the levy and col- 
lection of a direct tax. If this legis- 
lative action is, not taken, the State 
must default upon the payment of this 
interest and the obligations of the 
State for the sinking funds will not be, 
met. I need not urge upon you that, | 
the result of such default would tar- 
nish the honor of the State. If the 
State of New York defaults in the pay- 
ment of the interest that it has prom- 
ised to pay to the holders of its bonds, 
tue hunvur, ine credit, the good name of 
the State will be discredited and dis- 
graced. You appreciate, as well as I, 
that this deplorable situation should be 
avoided. You, as well as I, fully un- 
derstand that the State must not bring 
this discredit and disgrace upon its 
fair name, 

I understand that the tax must be 
levied at once in order that the vari- 
ous Boards of Supervisors may be put 
in position to raise the moneys thus 
required. No delay is allowable. The 
matter is of the utmost urgency, and 
its importance cannot be overstated. 

By the provisions cf the Constitution, 
Articie III., Section 25, the legislation 
recommended cannot_be considered by 
either branch of the Legislature unless 
three-fifths of all the members are 
present. Three-fifths must be present 
to constitute a quorum for the levying 
of a tax. 

You, as one of the officers of the 
State, are as much interested in the 
protection of the credit, the honor, and 
the good name of the State as am TI. 
Now, that I have given to you the in- 
formation that the situation described 
exists, I rest confident that you will 
need no further urging. 

Therefore, you will appreciate that it 
is of the gravest public importance 
that you should attend the session next 
Wednesday. The State's honor, its 
good faith to those to whom it has :old 
its bonds, common honesty requires 
that this condition be met and dealt 
with with wisdom, promptness; and 
efficiency. Your. presence fs impera- 
tively required. I am sure that you 
will not fail in the discharge of this 
most important responsibility. 

My excuse for this personal appeal to 
you is the gravity of the situation 
which I have described. I am sure you 
will accept the appeal in the spirit in 
which it is made.

Complaint Bureau, Food Inspection, 
a Staff for the Mayor, and a 
Pension Plan Among Them. | 


| 


Eight important administrative under- | 
takings were begun by Mayor Gaynor 
in the Summer of 1913 at the suggestion 
and with the co-operation of the Bureau 
of Municipal Research, according to the 
latest pamphlet, on ‘No Matter Who 
Is Elected,” issued yesterday by the 
bureau, afd it sets forth that if the 


undertakings are not completed during 
the remainder of the year they should 
be pressed to an early conciusion in 
the next administration. 

“Mayor Gaynor recognized the vast 
amount of constructive woyk that re- 
mains to be done in the various depart- 
ments of the city government before 
New York achieves a really efficient 
administration,” says the bureau. 
‘** During the past Summer, on several 
occasions, he discussed with the Bu- 
reau of Municipal Kesearch @ number 
of very immediate opportunities for im- 
proving the administration of the city. 
At the time of his death the bureau was 
actively co-operating with him in carry- 
ing out eight important undertakings, 


“each one of which his successors must 


carry to conclusion if they are to con- 
tinue the effective work of administra- 
tive improvement begun during Mayor 
Gaynor’s leadership. Mach one of these 


undertakings was thoroughly discussed 
with the Mayor, thoroughly approved 
by him, and in every instance where 
such direction was necessary he had 
given specific directions to his com- 
missioners, his secretary or other as- 
sociates in the government that the 
work was to be carried out.’ 

These are the eight matters of im- 
portance: 

Devising an efficient method for han- 
dling complaints in the Police Depart- 
ment. 

Developing a plan for organizing a train- 
ing school for probationary policemen. 

Studying and developing an efficient 
method for the inspection of the city’s 
food supply by the Department of Health. 

Increasing the efficiency and bringing 
about greater economy in the administra- 
tion of the Bureau of Engineering in 
the Department of Water Supply, Gas and 
Electricity. 

Developing a plan for making the May- 
or’s office in a real sense the central 
business office of the city through pro- 
viding it with an expert staff competent 
to keep the Mayor in touch with the im- 
portant work of the Board of Estimate 
and the activities of the various great 
departments under the Mayor’s control. 

Giving the Mayor leadership in planning 
the budget estimates of the various de- 
partments under his direction, in order 
that the Mayor might present to the Board 
of Estimate an administrative budgetary 
programme in place of miscellaneous 
separate departmental estimates. 

Established standard forms for adminis- 
trative reports of the various departments, 
in order that the Mayor might be kept 
informed of the essential details of de- 
partmental business ahd the public have 
resented to it periodically a compre- 
ensive picture of departmental affairs. 

Devising a pension plan which would cor- 
rect defects in existing pension systems 
and establish a method for retiring on 
an eguitable basis the great number of 
city civil employes for whom there is 
now no pension provision. The study of 
the pension system was @ matter which 
Mayor Gaynor took up on his own initi- 
ative and in which he invited the co-opera- 
tion of the bureau. 


Plan for Complaint Bureaa. 


Regarding the first undertaking, the 
bureau says that Mayor Gaynor recog~ 
hized the importance of citizen com- 
plaints as an aid to effective police 
work, and that on several occasions he 
said that he had in mind developing a 
police complaint division as a part of 
the Mayor’s office. The fact that the 
Police Department receives each year 
about 30,000 complaints, says the bu- 
reau, shows that the work is an im- 
portant one. 

During Commissioner Waldo’s absence 
in Europe, says the bureau, several 


conferences were held with the Acting 
Commissioner in the Mayor's office, in 
which the outlines of the work were 
fully discussed. The bureau says that 
it {is about to submit to the Police Com- 
missioner a definite recommendation 
for the organization of a complaint di- 
vision and for controlling and utilizing 
all information received in the nature 
of complaints. 

Regarding the plan for a training 
school for probationary policemen the 
bureau says that both Mayor Gaynor 
and Commissioner Waldo recognized 
the value of school which would give 
as thorough training to the recruits in 
the Police Department as is given in 
London to probationary Constables, and 
has been given for years to every new 
member of the police force in various 
Continental cities. A plan, it says, has 
been worked out, and will soon be sub- 
mitted to the Commissioner. 

During the Summer the bureau, with 
the Mayor’s approval, made a study of 
the food division ,and will presently 
submit {ts report to the Health Com- 
missioner. 

Some of the most notable efficiency 
work accomplished during the present 
administration, says the bureau, has 
been achieved by the Department of 
Water Supply. When the enlarged wa- 
ter system is taken over, it says, the 
city’s Water Department will probably 
be the largest municipal utility in the 
world. Except by the engineers in 
charge, says the bureau, no comprehen- 
sive study has ever been made of the 
whole problem of maintaining the city’s 
water system and distributing its wa- 
ter supply. The Water Commissioner, 
the bureau’ says, welcomed a suggestion 
that a study be made of the engineering 
bureau with a view to determine in 
what respects, if any, its methods and 
organization were susceptible of im- 
provement. The Mayor also heartily 
approved of the plan, and during the 
entire Summer gave his support to a 
co-operative investigation, which, since 
July 1, has been under way. 


Staff for Mayor’s Office. 


The bureau reports that in a recent 
interview with the Mayor the latter 
stated that if he were Mayor again he 
would insist that the Mayor’s office be 


equipped «vith an expert staff to keep 
the Mayor informed of the details of 
the business of his departments and:to 
him of matters coming before 
Hstimate. The bureau 
says: 

Mayor Gaynor welcomed the suggestion 
that a plan be prepared for organizing the 
office of the Mayor of New York City along 
the lines of the office of a great railroad 
President, for in many respects the duties 
of the Chief Executive in New York are 
similar to those of the chief executive of a 
railroad or other great corporation. New 
York’s past failures in the Mayoralty have 
been due to @ considerable extent to lack 
of organization in the Mayor's office, and 
to resuiting lack of control over the busi- 
ness of the city. Mayor Gaynor’s succes- 
sors will erect a lasting monument to him 
if they convert what has hitherto been 
largely a political position int® a position 
of genuine administrative leadership. 
Regarding the planning of the budget 
estimates the bureau says that the 
twenty-one departments under the 
Mayor have in the past submitted their 
budgetary estimates practically without 
definite instructions from the Mayor, 
and that this year the Mayor issued in- 
structions to every department to divide 
its estimates into two parts, requests 
within the amounts of appropriations of 
the existing year, and statements of ad- 
ditional appropriations desired. 

It was the Mayor’s intention, says the 
bureau, to review personally all requests 
for additional appropriations in order 
that he might pass upon them before 
submitting them to the Board of Esti- 
mate. 

Regurding the plan to establish stand- 
and forms of administrative reports the 
bureau Says:

i HE WAS FEARLESS 


No Other Mayor Ever So Fully In 
Touch with the People — Me- 


morial Services Next Sunday. 


Tributes were paid to the memory of 


William J. Gaynor in churches through- 
out the city yesterday. In-‘all sermons 
in which his name was mentioned there 
was agreement that he had been fear- 
less in his administration as Mayor, 
and had assumed full responsibility for 
his actions, In twenty churches an- 
nouncement was made that on next 
Sunday the pastors would preach me- 
morial sermons. From many pulpits 
prayers were offered for the Mayor's 
bereaved family. 

The Rev. Bond Holland, rector of St. 
John’s Protostant Episcopal Church, 
Seventh Avenue and St. John’s Place, 
Brooklyn, recalléd in his sermon that 
the family of Mayor Gaynor had occu- 
pled a pew in that church for many 
years. St. John’s ts just a block away 
from the Gaynor city home. 

“The late Mayor Gaynor and his 
family had a pew in this church for 
years,”’ said the Rev. Mr. Holland, ‘‘ and 
they are well known to all the members 
of St. John’s. Mayor Gaynor was re- 
spected by all in the Church, irrespective 
of political party. All of us regarded 
him as a man of great ability and high 
ideals. He had solved successfully many 
municipal problems, and even his po- 
litical opponents admit that he was a 
man of exceptional ability. On behalf 
of the members of St. John’s congre- 
gation I extend heartfelt sympathy to 
Mrs. Gaynor and her family.” 

The Rev. Dr. Charles L. Goodell of St. 
Paul’s Methodist Church, West End 
Avenue and Eighty-sixth Street, de- 
voted his entire sermon last night to the 
memory of Mayor Gaynor. He said that 
not only the relatives but friends of 
the Mayor numbering thousands were 
awaiting in tears the coming of his 
body. 

‘“* While I did not agree with the Mayor 
on many things of his administration, 
and frankly told him so, I am bound 
to say his answers to me by letter were 
courteous and candid to the last degree,’’ 
said Dr. Goodell. ‘*‘ When one remem- 
bers his record, it cannot be denied that 
he was fearless as lawyer, Judge, and 
Mayor. His devotion to the details of 
his office was marvelous. Whether 
right or wrong, he accepted the re- 
sponsibility of his position, and ‘there 
was no question as to who was Mayor. 
No Mayor was ever more in touch with 
the common people or paid so much at- 
tention to th ‘r complaints. Friend and 
foe unite in saying that he was fear- 
less as a fighter, and unique in a long 
line of Mayors.”’ 

Mr. Gaynor was also eulogized by the 
Rev. Dr. Charles A. Eaton from the pui- 
pit of the Madison Avenue Baptist 
Church. Dr. Eaton said: 

‘‘ Next Sunday morning I hope to pay 
@ suitable tribute to one whom I be- 
Heve to have been _a very great man. 
I have been gratified at the many things 
the New York newspapers have said of 
the late Mayor since his death. All 
have been deserved. Mayor Gaynor was 
a@ man of supreme ability and tremen- 
dous courage. He made many mistakes, 
but never hesitated to say what he 
thought. We have the greatest city in 
the New World. _It is a difficult task 
to manage it. Mr. Gaynor deserves 
high praise for what he did, because he 


did much. 
After the sermon Dr. Eaton spoke of 


Mr. Gaynor as a close personal friend 
and admirer. 

*““He was irascible and austere ex- 
ternally,”” commented Dr. Eaton, “ but 
behind it all he possessed a true, warm 
heart, and it was that which made 
him seem at times self-contradictory. 
It was a part of the general con- 
tradictory character of the man that 
while in the very act of drawing his 
sword in a duel to the death his gen- 
tle mind dwelt on the necessity for 
‘Peace on Earth, God Will. Toward 
Men.’ He was equally as_ sincere in 
battle as in love for his fellow-men. 

“Mayor Gaynor Se great faults 
and great virtues, but nobody was more 
willing to admit his faults or more 
willing to show his love for mankind. 
He Impressed me most as a man of 
tremendous resource, aS @& man of 
strong opinions, thoroughly_ digested, 
His opinions were his own. Of fron will 
and integrity in public office, his cour- 
age had no limit. 

“Where can a man be found who 
possesses the same intimate knowledge 
of the vast mechanism of this munici- 
pality as Mayor Gaynor? He started 
the divorce between municipal govern- 
ment and partisan politics, and he re- 
flected great credit upon himself in the 
class of men he gathered about him. 
He laid down his life to meet his of- 
ficial obligations, and no man can do 


more.’ 

At Old Trinity Church, where the 
funeral service is to be held next Mon- 
day at 11 o’clock, the Rev. J. W. Sutton 
used the prayer for those under afflic- 
tion.

TO STOP CROSSING MISHAPS, 


Penn. R. R. Urges Public to Pause 
Before Venturing on Tracks. 


In an effort to educate the public in 
regard to the problem which the elim- 
ination of grade crossings presents to 
railroad officials and to show the ne- 
cessity for caution in approaching such 
crossings, the Pennsylvania NHatlroad 
has posted large placards on the buille- 
tin boards at its stations, containing | 
this quotation from a letter of President 
Rea of the railroad to a Philadelphia 
newspaper: 

The railroads are only too happy to re- 
move all grade crossings; to equip every 
mile of track with automatic block sig- 
nals; to make every car of all-steel con- 
struction; but to do these things {ts ut- 
terly impossible without the money with 
which to pay for them. 

To this quotation is appended this re- 
cital of facts under the heading, ** What} 
the Pennsylvania Railroad System Has 
Done”: 

There remain on the 11,000 miles of line 
comprising the Pennsylvania system, 13,- 
037 crossings at grade. It costs an aver- 
age of at least $50,000 to remove a grade 
crossing. Thus, to eliminate every such 
crossing would cost upward of $609,000,000. 
The various compantes of this system have 
since 1902 expended $66,641,294 in improve- 
ments resulting in the elimination of 1,052 
grade crossings. 

Under the heading, “An Appeal to the 
Public,” the poster says: 

“Grade crossings are unavoidable. 
Without them few railroads could have 
been bullt in this country. They are 
one of the inconveniences of progress, 
to be eliminated just as fast as pos- 
sible. Railroad officers are doing their 


best, but it all takes time and money. 
Meanwhile, the public demands that 
trains be run on time. ‘lo do so in- 
volves speed over crossings. The rail- 
road appeals to the driver of every ve- |} 
hicle and to every pedestrian, before 
crossing a railroad track, to stop, look 
and listen. A little care and a mo- 
mentary stop may mean the saving of 
a human life. 

‘**Human lives are the most precious 
things in the world.”

SHORT CROPS RAISE 
THE COST OF LIVING 


Producers’ Prices Up 8.7 Per 
Cent. in August, When De- 
creases Are the Rule. 


$60,000,000 LOSS IN HOGS 


Fall In Crops, Except Wheat ang 
Rice, Estimated at 1,379,000,000 
Bushels—-Bumper Wheat Crop.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—With the 
exception of wheat, American crops this 
year will show a tremendous falling off 
as compared with last year, on account 
of abnormal weather conditions the past 
month. The falling off is heavy in ap- 
ples, potatoes, Spring wheat, corn, oats, 
barley, rye, buckwheat, flax, cotton, 
and vegetables. Rice and wheat are the 
principal crops shdwing an _ increase, 
and the wheat crop prornises to be the 
largest the country has ever produced. 
A serious shortage in hogs is also re- 
ported, due to cholera. 

The failing off in other crops is ex- 
pected to add to the cost of living. A 
study of prices made by experts of the 
Department of Agriculture shows that 
in the past month the prices for staple 
crops made an unusual increase. Usual- 
ly the average of prices received by 
producers for crops decreases during 
August. The average decrease in the 
past five years was 4.4 per cent., but in 
August, 1918, the average level of prices 
for crops increased 8.7 per cent., as 
compared with a decrease in the price 
level in August, 1912. The price level of 
meat animals on Aug. 15 was 9.8 per 
cent. higher than on the same date last 
year, 22.7 per cent. higher than two 
years ago, and 8 per cent. higher than 
three years ago, 


Secretary of Agriculture Houston has | 


called upon his various bureau chiefs for 
special reports, which show that on 
1 the composite average of all 
crops was 10.1 per cent. below the aver- 
age of the ten years from 1903 to 1912, 
indicating smaller yields per acre than 
in any one of these ten years. August 
is shown to have been unusually unfa- 
vorable, for conditions on Aug. 1 were 
only 6.1 per cent. below the average 
level. Compared with a year ago ike 
prospects" are now awout 12.2 per cent. 
poorer. Last year’s crop prospects im- 
proved steadily as the season advanced. 
The final out-turn was the largest on 
record. This year, on the other hand, 
from the beginning of the season to 
Sept. 1; prospects have tended downward 
as the season advanced.

There was also a serious loss of hogs 

in 1912 through cholera, approximately 
estimated at $60,000,000. 


Bumper Wheat Harvest. 


The one bright spot in the Situation 
is the promise of a bumper crop of 
Winter wheat. There is a falling off 
in Spring wheat, but the great crop 
of Winter wheat makes the total wheat 
a surpass records. The condition 
of Spring wheat at harvest time was 
75.8, as compared with 90.8 in 19]2, and 
76.9 as the ten-year average. his is 
regarded by the department’s experts 
as justifying a harvest forecast of 13 
bushels to the acre, compared with an 
average of 17.2 bushels to the acre in 
1912, and of 13.3 bushels forthe years 
1908 to 1912. 

The department’s estimate is for 243,- 
000,000 bushels of Spring wheat this 
year, as compared with 330,000,000 bush- 
els in 1912 and 191,900,000 bushels’ in 
1911, This fs an increase of 4.3 per 
cent. in the production forecast. for 
last month, and is principally: due_ to 
more favorable conditions in North Da- 
{Kota and Minnesota. 

The Winter wheat crop of 1913 is esti- 
{mated at 511,000,000 bushels, which 
| would be the largest grown. in the 
| United States. Added to the forecasted 
Spring wheat crop of 243,000,000 bush- 
els, the total estimated crop*is 754,000,- 
000 bushels, which would be the largest 
wheat crop préduced, grown upon 49,- 
601,000: acres,. the largest acreage of 
wheat harvested, except that of 1901. 
However, the indicated yield is 15.2 
bushels an acre, which falls below the 
15.9 yield of 19127 but is above the 14.5 
average for the years 1908 to 1912. @

INCOME TAX AND SPOILS. 

Mr. McApoo, at the last moment, 
was charged with a needless and 
thankless task in connection with the 
scheme to turn over the collection of 
the income tax to the politicians. 
When the Tariff bill came to the 
Senate it left the civil service law In- 
tact requiring the Deputy Collectors, 
Inspectors, agents, and other employés 
to be selected by competition and pro- 
bation, as they have been for years, 
both in the Internal Revenue and Cus- 
toms Service, with excellent results. 
The Senate Finance Committee report- 
ed an amendment authorizing the se- 
lection of these officials for two years 
without regard to the requirements of 
the civil service law- This aroused 
a vigorous protest from the Civil 
Service Reform League and from 
commercial bodies in various parts of 
the country. 

The protest was well founded. The 
collection of the income tax is at best 
the most delicate and important bus!- 
mess the Government has to attend 
to. The officials engaged in it not 
only receive all the information fur- 
nished by citizens assessed under the 
law, but they have the power to in- 
vestigate minutely the sufficiency and 
accuracy of this information, and in 
doing so to examine books and ac- 
counts. It is plain that men with 
such powers should not only be com- 
petent, but should be independent of 
all outside influence. Furticularly 
they should not owe their places and 
the retention of them to political pull. 
Unfortunately, there is no guarantee 
of this in the case of Collectors, who 
are not under the civil service law. 
There is such a guarantee for all Dep- 
uties, Inspectors, and agents, who are 
under thé rules, are appointed by com- 
petition, are subjected to probation, 
and depend solely on their own merits 
to get or keep their places. The 
Finance Committee’s amendment abol- 
ished this guarantee and turned over 
the entire collecting force to the un- 
covenanted mercies of the politicians. 

The opposition to this scheme had 
some effect. Before the bill was passed 
by the Senate the committee’s amend- 
ment was changed to read as follows: 

Provided, That for a period of two 


years from and after the passagé of 
this act the force of. agents, Deputy 


| 


this act shall be appointed by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, under such rules and regu- 

lations as may be fixed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to insure faith- 
ful and competent service. 

This puts in the hands of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury the power and 
the duty of protecting the service of 
income tax selection from raiding by 
the politicians. It would, of course, 
have been far better to drop the 
amendment altogether and leave the 
force to be appointed for practically 
tested fitness under the civil service 
law and the rules. But since the Sen- 
ate could not bring itself to this sim- 
ple way of disposing of the matter, 
and since Mr. McApoo is likely to have 
to handle it, we respectfully suggest 
that he adopt for his “ rules and regu- 
lations ” those now in force in accord- 
ance with ‘the civil service law. We 
know by long and searching experi- 
ence that these would, in the lan- 
guage of the amendment, “insure 
faithful and competent service.” Such 
action would, moreover, be dfrectly in 
the line of the policy of President 
WILson in his recent dealing with the 
Consular Service and with his long- 
since-avowed confidence in the merit 
system. 

GOOD POLICE WORK. 

The Police Department of this city 
is to be congratulated on its remark- 
ably quick and thorough work in se- 
curing the identification of the man- 
gled body of a woman found in the 
North River and the apprehension of 
her murderer. The case seemed at 


first one of impenetrable mystery, and | ee 


as in all such cases a-confusing lot of 
supposed “clues” developed 
which might well have bewildered the 
officers of the law. The result was 
reached in a perfectly matter-of-fact 
way. The resemblance of the work of 
the real detectives to those of popular 
fiction was as remote as _ possible. 
But the ends of justice were secured 
by patience, industry, and plentiful 
common sense. 

The success of the police in this 
case will do much to atone for cer- 
tain deplorable failures of justice in 
recent history, and it will tend, as it 
should, to strengthen public confi- 
dence in the intelligence and vigilance 
of the much.criticised department. The 
ease with which the seemingly un- 
surmountable difficulties were quick- 
ly overcome in this matter, however, 
must cause renewed wonder over the 
too frequent escape of murderers and 
other culprits when the chances of de- 
tection are obviously much easier. It 
seems, for example, that the murderer 
of Miss SiceL should have been ar- 
rested and brought to justice long 
ago; but the police never lack their 
full share of blame when they fail in 
their duty, and therefore they should 
get their full share of praise when 
they succeed. For their quick solution 
of the river mystery they will assured- 
ly have cordial praise.

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WATER FROM THE MOUNTAINS. 

The closing last week of the first 
gate of the great Ashokan Dam in the 
Catskills indicates that the menace of 
a water famine is removed from the 
five boroughs of Greater New York 
for at least a generation. If neces- 
sary, the Croton supply may be re- 
plenished from the mountains before 
next January. 

This feat of engineering, which 
necessitated the removal of seven vil- 
lages and the impounding of 130,000,- 
000,000 gallons from which the city 
will derive a daily supply of 500,- 
000,000 gallons, siphoned under the 
Hudson in an artificial rivér over 180 
miles long, is the greatest of its kind 
in ancient or modern times. It will 
preserve to posterity the name of 
Mayor GEORGE B. McCLELLAN, who 
obtained the enabling act and dedi- 
cated its construction to honest civi¢ 
work and management. But the 
watershed of Ulster is populated. If 
the water be not kept as pure as the 
mountain springs from which it rises, 
it will become a source of plague, not 
of health, to the city. 


A TARIFF COMMISSION AGAIN. 

There would be a distinct difference 
between the work of any Tariff Com- 
mission that President WiLson might 
appoint and that which President 
Tart selected. The latter, able and 
impartial as most of its members 
were, was hampered by the political 
situation and by the avowed aim of 
the Administration and the party be- 
hind it. That alm was to revise the 
tariff in such manner as to give as- 
surance of reasonable profit to do- 
mestic industry. In order to accom- 
plish this the duties were to be made 
at least enough to cover the differ- 
ence in the cost of production at home 
and the cost abroad, with whatever 
margin should be needed to cover 
the desired profit. 

But when the commission undertook 
to ascertain this difference in cost it 
found itself practically face to face 
with a problem as hopeless as the 
solution of an equation containing 
only unknown quantities. The cost 
abroad varied with a great number 
of conditions — capital, skill, and 
energy of management, kind and use 
of machinery, supply of labor, kind 
of labor, source of mechanical power, 
transportation, and so on. The cost 
at home varied with like numerous 
conditions and with others peculiar to 
our country, such as the degree of 
monopoly attained and the extent of 
reliance on tariff favors. Was com:

The Democrats in Congress with the 
aid—and something more—of the 
President have put aside the ob- 
viously unfair rule professed by the 
Republicans, and have sought to get 
as near to a revenue tariff as possible 
without unnecessary disturbance of 
business. They have made some_se- 
rious mistakes, but they have stuck 
pretty closely to this general purpose. 
When this task is completed, it 
would be a very good plan indeéd to 
provide a competent Commission to 
study the actual working of the tariff 
and to report from time to time such 
facts as would justify modifications 
of duties. That is a device that 
practically exists in all the chief Eu- 
ropean Governments and serves an 
excellent purpose. The fact that the 
proposal for such a Commission 
made by Senator Works of California 
was rejected by a majority of only 
5 votes indicates that it may yet be 
adopted, probably not at the extra 
session, but in the course of the reg- 
ular session. 


A BUSINESS REVOLT IN GERMANY. 

We have already noted signs of the 
impatience of German business men 
with the rule of the landowners and 
the bureaucracy that prevailed al- 
most unchallenged until about four 
years ago. At that time the combina- 
tion which Chancellor von BuELOW 
made with the Conservatives and the 
Centre in financial matters led to the 
formation of what is known as the 
or Business Men’s 
League, to secure equity for business 
interests. Its progress has been rapid. 
Recent reports show a membership 
exceeding a half a million, or twice 
that of the Bund der Landwirthe, or 
Agricultural League, the association 
of the Agrarians, formed eighteen 
years ago. The Hansa Bund has now 
fifty-two members of the Reichstag 
and the general support of twenty- 
two more. It has sixty members in 
the lower house of the Prussian Diet 
and sixteen in the Prussian upper 
house, with representation in the 
Diets of Saxony, Bavaria, and Alsace- 
Lorraine. 

The Bund is not primarily a polit- 
{cal organization. It aims at protect- 
ing business interests in the various 
measures that come before the Im- 
perial or State Legislatures, especial- 
ly in matters of taxation. Its founder 
and leader is Privy Councilor JAcoB 
RIESSER, who is thus described by 
J. S. Stutye in The London Chronicle: 

He is a lawyer, professor, banker, 

author, journalist, statistician, and or- - 

ganizer; and he pours out books on 
abstruse business subjects as easily 
as bad poets pour out verse. He has 
practiced as a lawyer, directed the 

Bank fiir Handei und Industrie, read 

lectures on finance, edited the journal 

Bank-Archiv, and he knows more 

about discount rates, reserves, bourse 

laws, and international trade legisla- 
tion than a sailor knows about ropes. 

In the recent legislation to meet 
the heavy expense of the increase in 
the German Army the influence of the 
Hansa Bund was felt, and though 
favors were secured by the Agrarians, 
they were less than were claimed four 
years ago. In the long run the busi- 
ness men who represent fully two- 
thirds of the German people will be 
sure to modify the extreme pro- 
tectionism of Germany, which is chief- 
ly for the benefit of the landowners. 


THE NEW HAVEN’S NEW RULES. 
The new rules relating to certain 
employés promulgated by the New 
Haven Railroad Company yesterday 
are so obviously dictated by good 
sense, and their strict enforcement 
hereafter {is so clearly necessary for 
the protection of passengers, that the 
public will wonder that such rules 
should be new, and that it should 
have been thought advisable to issue 
with them an explanatory statement. 
Hereafter promotions of engineers 
and other employés in responsible 
positions will not be made for senior- 
ity only, but for “fitness, ability, 
experience, and seniority.” Engineers 
must hereafter have one full year’s 
experience before they can be per- 
mitted to run local passenger trains, 
and two years’ experience before they 
can take charge of express trains. 
Though there has been some show 
of opposition in the Brotherhood of 
Engineers to the adoption of new 
rules governing promotions and new 
requirements, it is not conceivable 
that any body of men of ordinary 
human intelligence can stand out 
against an improvement in the ser- 
vice demanded alike by prudence and 
a regard for the safety of passengers 
and employés, and also by the law, 
The promulgation of the new rules is 
a frank admission that the service 
of the road has. not. hitherto been 
conducted with a regard to the fit- 
ness, ability, and experience of the 
engineers, which is lamentable, even 
if it is explainable. Opposition to the 
enforcement of the new rules can re- 
ceive no support whatever from pub- 
lic opinion; hence it is very unlikely 
that there will. be any serious oppo-

Mr. Raprorp killed his 
wood bison in a herd of 350; found in 
a rugged and precipitous mountain re- 
gion far from any prairie, and in a 
part of the continent geologically older 
than the prairie regions. 

The prairie buffalo is almost ex- 
tinct. But it is probable that, by. the 
efforts of public-spirited men like Dr. 
W. T. HornabDay, the few descendants 
of the vast herds of bison that once 
overran the prairies will be perpetu- 
ated. Prior to Mr. RADFoRD’s: verifica- 
tion of reports concerning the bison of 
the Great Slave Lake, Dr. HoRNaDay 
was of the opinion that they were a 
northernmost herd of the familiar type 
of the plains. It is now the belief of 
all American naturalists that the wood 
bison is a distinct species, perhaps the 
ancestor of the prairie buffalo. The 
two varieties may yet have free range 
in the great national parks and may 
be permitted to multiply under the 
protective care of the civilization that 
all but destroyed them. The wood 
bison is more massive, broader and 
bigger in every way than the bison 
of the Great West; a generation hence 
may witness their increase in great 
numbers as a proper substitute for 
the nearly exterminated species. But 
{it is of importance that the rec- 
ords gathered by Mr. RapForp and his 
companions should be recovered, and 
made the basis of further attempts to 
win back this lately discovered species 
to its place of vantage among Ameri- 
can fauna.

Gilt-Edged. and examples of 
queerness in all its varieties might 
long since have become too familiar to 
excite surprise. To queerncss, however, 
or at any rate to queeryess in other peo- 
ple, one never gets really wonted. Hence 
is it, doubtless, that we have not been 
able to view without ceftain emotional 
reactions of the order indicated the way 
that several readers of THE T1MeEs took 
the advance announcement of its inten- 
tion to print yesterday in the Magazine 
Section a story about the raising of 
black foxes. 

The reason, and the only reason, for 
printing this story, of course, was that 
the industry, if such it can be called, 
seemed to be sufficiently novel to make 
information concerning it of general in- 
terest. Black foxes are the only ani- 
mals, a few race horses excepted, that 
are worth—or sell for, which is perhaps 
a little .different—$20,000 each, alive, 
and $3,000 dead, and, like the common 
foxes, from which they differ only in 
color, they have a character or tribal 
individuality that sets them apart from 
other little beasts almost as far in fact 
as in the imagination of nature fakers. 

And what happened? No sooner had 
the announcements appeared than we 
were told, whether in humor or serious- 
ness was not quite evident, that an arti- 
cle on this subject either had been or 
would be regarded as an effort- to pro- 
mote the sale of fox ranch stock! Ac- 
companying this pretty suggestion was 
a solemn warning that as an investment 
for widows and orphans fox ranch stock 
has its perils. Worse was to follow and 
promptly, in the shape of a letter from 
the President of an incorporated fox 
ranch, gravely proposing that we com- 
mend the stock in his particular enter- 
prise, and sell it for him on a 25 per 
cent. commission! 

To a person as naive as this it is per- 
haps necessary to reveal that Tue TIMEs 
does not engage in business of the sort 
he proposes. And there are others, 
seemingly, who need to be told that 
while fox raising is or may be an en- 
tirely innocent and legitimate business, 
with large possibilities of profit, only 
those should even dream of putting their 
money into it for whom the loss of their 
investment would be a matter of indif- 
ference. The enormous risks involved 
are obvious to everybody with any sense.

Welcome help toward 
the solution of a prob- 
lem that has troubled 
and embarrassed many 
people is given in a lt- 
tle magazine that serves as instrument 
of publicity for St. Paul’s Church, Ho- 
boken. In its latest issue, the rector, 
the Rev. WaLtpo ApAMs AMOS, plainly 
and frankly answers the questions, com- 
monly held too delicate for outright pro- 
pounding, ‘‘ What does it cost to have a 
wedding in your church?’”’ and ‘‘ What 
do you charge for the use of the church 
for a funeral?’’ 

To these inquiries the first reply is 
‘** Nothing,’’ but this is then modified 
slightly. The right of all to use of the 
church is recognized as founded on the 
exemption from taxation which ‘makes 
the whole community in a way contribu- 
tors to its support, but upon those whose 
contributions are thus indirect—who are 
not regular subscribers to its funds 
through pew rent, the envelope system, 
or offerings at services—certain fixed 
charges are imposed. They must pay 
$2 for lights if lights are made neces- 
sary by selection of the evening for the 
desired ceremony. If the rector offi- 
ciates at a funeral or a wedding for 
them $5 must be put in an envelope and 
handed to him. 

These. payments are not demanded or 
accepted, however, ‘‘from persons of 
limited means.’ Realizing the vagueness 
of that phrase, the rector courageously 
Jays dewn what {fs prubably tne first 
exact definition it ever received. ‘‘ Per- 
sons of limited means,”’ he writes, ‘‘ are 
those whose total bill for funeral expenses 
aggregates less than $100.’ This does not 
dover aspirants for matrimonial bonds, 
well tied, unless the Rev. Mr. Amos ex- 
pects them, before approaching the hy- 
meneal altar, to ask themselves, and 
‘conscientiously to answer, the question, 
‘“‘ What would we spend on a funeral if 
lamentable. necessity compelled us to 
pay 16k OneTouch. ' 

Even when thus restricted, however, 
his definition of ‘‘ limited. means’ is a 
pretty good one, and not the less ad- 
mirable because it contains an element 
of grim and sardonic humor. Mr. Amos 
doubtless knows that many people whose 
means are far from unlimited spend 
more than they can afford on funerals, 
and his safely presumable purpose is to 
teach them that their qne economy at 
times of bereavement cannot be at the 
clergymay’s expense. . “

GRAND ARMY IN THE SOUTH. 


Union Veterans Encamped at Chat- 
tanooga Near Many Battleflelds. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 14.— 
Marking their first peaceful invasion of 
the South, thousands of Union veterans 
arrived here to-day and to-night to at- 
‘tend the forty-seventh annual encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic and allied organizations; The en- 
campment will be opened to-morrow, 
continuing until Saturday. 

In honor of the occasion Chattanooga 
is in gala attire, and citizens’ commit- 
tees throng the railroad stations, wel- 
coming the veterans. Survivors of the 


army which caused the Confederacy to 

totter at the battle of Chickamauga, 
fought here fifty years ago, were greet- 
ed with the same cordiality shown to 

the United Confederate Veterans, whose 
annual reunion was held in Chattanooga 
last May. 

Impressive military demonstrations, in- 
cluding a parade of the Seventeenth 

United States Infantry and other mili- 
tary organizations, are scheduled for 
Tuesday. The parade of the Grand 
Army of the Republic will take place 
Wednesday morning. Thursday and Fri- 
day will be devoted to business sessions, 
{while sightseeing tours to Chickamau- 
ga battlefield, Missionary Ridge and 
Lookout Mountain will conclude the en- 
campment on Saturday. 

The scene of the encampment is full 
of historic interest. With the excep- 
tion of the Valley of Virginia, this sec- 
tion perhaps stands first in number of 
important battles of the civil war. En 
{route to this city the Union veterans 
|} passed through many of the fields on 
which Grant grappled with Albert Sid- 
ney Johnston in the early stages of the 
war, and where Rosecranz and Bragg 
| fought their prolonged duel. Then, too, 
they saw the fields where Thomas and 
Sherman staged their attacks upon Jo- 
seph FE.

| PLAN TO EXPLORE PERU. 





| The Besley Party Reports Progress 
to Friends Here. 


New Yorkers interested in the Besley 
expedition into the interior .of Peru 
have received word that Capt. J. C. 
Besley and the New York members of 
the party have left Lima. 

The expedition, which was organized 
in this city, is the best equipped that 
has ever been sent into South America, 
}and expects thoroughly to explore thé 
unknown regions of Eastern Peru. An 
attempt, too, will be made to find some 
trace of the Cromer expedition, whith 
has not been heard from since it went 
into the Huayabamba district nearly a 
year ago. 

The leader of the expedition, Capt. J. 
C. Besley of London, although an ex- 
plorer of note, is better known to New 
| Yorkers: as a polo player. He was here 
during the recent international matches. 
The other members of the party are 


Franklin B. Coates, once a “Yale 
athlete; F. U. G. Farmsworth, J. K. 
Holbrook, J. Howard Rogers, and 
Arthur Galaid, all of this city, and J. 
|W. Dunn of London. The expedition 
| was organized here for the purpose of 
| obtaining an accurate pictorial and 
| scientific record of the little known 
of South America. Two motion 
picture machines, a full equipment of 
arms, and the necessary scientific 
instruments are carried. The party will 
probably be absent for two years. 

The objective: point of the party is 
Tingo Maria, and from there the ex- 
plorers will penetrate some sixty or 
seventy miles into the unknown coun- 
|try. Brom that point, Capt. Besley and 
one member of the party, probably 
Coates, will go alone into the interior, 
probably as far as the Amazon Valley. 
The other™members will return to Lima 
and then go south, entering the interior 
again through Bolivia and joining Capt. 
Besley. They will then journey down 
the Amazon into the Argentine, making 
every effort to find the lost Americans 
in the Cromer party. 


CURRENCY VOTE THIS WEEK. 


Bill Up In House To-day for Amend- 
ment—No Changes Likely.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—With the 
conclusion last night of general debate 
on the Glass Currency Bill, the House 
of Representatives will take up that 
measure at noon to-merrow for debate 
and amendment under the five-minute 
rule. Chairman Glass and the House 
leaders are counting upon the final 
| passage. of the bill by the House not 
later than Thursday night of. this 
week. The bill will then be sent 
to the Senate and referred to the Sen- 
ate Commitiee on Banking and Cur- 
rency, Of which Senator Owen is chair- 
man. 

The bill will be passed by the House, 
the leaders assert, in practically the 
form -in which it was reported from 
the Glass committee. The House Dem- 
ocrats are bound to support the bill 
as a party measure, because com- 
mitted to it by caucus, and no other 
amendments will be a unless, ap- 
proved by Chairman lass and his 
colléagues. , 

Various attempts will nevertheless be 
made to alter provisions which the bill's 
opponents have most bitterly attacked. 
The section providing that national 
banks shall subscribe 29 per cerit. of 
their capital and 5 per-cent.- of their 
deposits to the proposed federal re- 
serve banks, and the provision making 
reserve bank notes Government obli- 
gations will be principally assailed. Ef- 
forts will also be made@fo limit the 
broad powers now conferred by the bill 
on the Federal Reserve Board.

RUSSIAN FINDS LACK # 


OF HUMANITY HERE 


Mr. De Bernoff, Come to Write 
Things Up, Appeals for Im- 


migrants at Ellis Island. 


STREETS OF CITY UNSAFE. 


And This Isn’t the Best Country in 
the World—Mrs. Thaw Would Be 
Hooted Off the Stage in Russia. 


Michael De Bernoff, a Russian jour- 
nalist and lecturer on sgciological ques- 
tions, has been in New York four weeks 
writing a of articles for the 
Kievilianine, which, like the Novoe 
Vremya, is a semi-official newspaper of 
Russia. He has also written three of- 
ficial reports on immigration for the 
Minister of the Interior. He will short- 
ly deliver a lecture in Russian to his 


series 


in 
countrymen in this city. 

In giving his views to a Times report- 
er vesterday Mr. De Bernoff, who 
speaks English, French, Italian, and 
German fluently, said that he had not 
come to New York or the United States 
to flatter Americans, but to observe 
conditions and write an unbiased re- 
port for his newspaper. He is about 45 
years old, and has traveled in all parts 
of the world. 

‘*“One of the most interesting places 
in New York,” said he, ‘“‘is Ellis Island, 
with its Immigration Bureau, famous 
for good or evil, all over Europe. On 
: subject I have taken three points 





of view—first, the American Govern- 
ment; second, the Russian Government, 
and last,.but not least, that of justice 
and humanity. “ 

“For some reason, which I cannot 
explain, the United States Government 
has sent a-special agent from Washing- 
| ton to Russia, who is now goihg 
through the country collecting data as 
| to why so many people immigrate from 
there to America every year. Twent¥ 
thousand orthodox Jews left Russia last 
vear for this country, and this year } 
expect the number will be larger. This, 
| of course, does not include the great 
number of Jews who leave Poland for 


“The Czar, who is a very kind man, 
takes a personal interest in the Russian 
immigrants in New York, and from his 
private purse sends $2,500 to the Rus- 
sian Archbishop in New York annually, 
to be distributed among the poor. 

‘““No attempt has been made by the 
Russian Government to prevent its peo- 
for America,’”’ said Mr, 
De Bernoff. ‘‘ The officials say that 
the majority of the emigrants are the 
refuse of the country, and if the United 
States chooses to receive them, so much 
the better for Russia. 

‘‘In European Russia there are only 
seven inhabitants to the square mile, 
and only one in Asiatic Russia, whilé 
Belgium has 250, Holland 170, England 
140, and Italy 120. Immigrants of the 
right kind are wanted in Russia, and 
especially in. Eastern Siberia. 0 

“ Instead of obtaining a passport in the 
regular way and paying a fee of $7.5U 
hundreds of Russian subjects steal 
across the frontier into Germany by 
going in parties and paying a fee of 
$2.50 each to the agents who arrange 
the escape. When they are caught by 
the Russian lards the fugitives pay 
another $1 to be allowed to go on. Thus 
|} besides leaving their country clandes- 
tinely they corrupt the army. 

“It may surprise Americans to know 
| that after these escaped Russian sub- 
jects have Leen in this country a few 
years their ideas change about the Gov- 
ernment of the land of their birth, and 
they want to visit it again, and so re- 
auest the Archbishop here to intercede 
for them and get a permit. Even those 
} who have committed political 
j wish to see their own country 
more. There is far more racial prejudice 

here than in Russia, where you would 
a see a man or woman refused food

or shelter on account of his color. How 
can a country that tolerates such race 
prejudices be called free?” 

In criticising the immigration laws 
and the management of the bureau at 
Ellis Isiand, Mr. De Bernoff said that 
after paying several visits there he had 
reached the conclusion that the best 
remedy for the existing evils would be 
for the United States to adopt the Euro- 
pean system so that a prospective im- 
migrant could go to the American Con- 
sul abroad with his health certificate 
and passport signed by the priest or 
Chief of Police and get his papers. 
“This would do away,’’ said the Rus- 
sian writer, ‘‘ with the pathetic cases at 
Ellis Island and stop invalids and crip- 
ples from being sent to New York by 
greedy steamship agents working for 
their commission. When these poor per- 
sons are returned to some German port 
where they embarked they are taken 
back to the Russian frontier with no 
money, no home, and nowhere to go, 

“Justice and humanity to our feilow- 
men call out for a change in the methodg 
of dealing with the immigrants who are 
unfortunate enough to be detained here 
on their arrival. Last week I saw a 
poor German woman and an Italian wo- 
man in the detention pen with arms out- 
stretched crying out in their native 
tongues, ‘Oh, save me, save me, [ 
have been shut up here for two weeks,’ 
to a crowd of tourists who looked down 
upon her and other sufferers as if they 
were at a bulifight. If the passport 
were issued by the United States Gov- 
ernment the. greater portion of this 
human misery? would be eliminated.” 

Mr. De Bernoff said that he did not 
{uase the United States by the City of 
New York any more than he would 
judge France by Paris. What struck 
him in the streets and cars here was 
the scarcity of native born Americans. 
There were all races under the sun, he 
thought, except Americans, as he under- 
stood them. 

“This is not the worst country in the 
world,” observed Mr. De Bernoff, “ but 
it is not the best by a long way. With 
all my countrymen who have been here 
I agree that American women are the 
handsomest in the world, but European 
writers of the present day also remark 
that the beauty is only external, and 
judging by the divorce cases in the New 
Yerk newspapers I think that is correct. 
The women here are spoiled like the 
children. 

“‘A woman whose husband is now oc- 
cupying space in the newspapers 
through his escape from the asylum 
where he was sent.on account of a 
murder is now appearing as a dancer on 
the stage of a Broadway theatre. In 
Russia the police would not allow it, 
and the people would throw things and 
hoot such a person off the stage. At 
the Madison Square Roof Garden I saw 
a table labeled as the one where Harry 
Thaw shot Stanford White. It is not 
good for the people to see such things 
and our police would not permit it. r 

“The streets here are not safe. Shel- 
ters should be provided so that the peo- 
ple could’cross in safety.”’

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THOUSANDS MOURN 
| AT ‘BIG TIM'S’ BIER 


Rich and Poor Rub Elbows to 


Do Honor to His Memory in 
His Old Bowery Clubhouse. 


FLORAL PALL FOR COFFIN 


Committee of Congressmen to At- 
tend Funeral To-day—Relatives 
to Continue His Charities. 


All day yesterday a silent, solemn 
throng of men, women, and children, 
representing every race and every creed, 
and many of them with tears streaming 
down their faces, filed past the mahog- 
any coffin that contains the body of 
** Big Tim’’ Sullivan, and paid a last 
tribute of respect to the memory of the 
man who for a generation had ruled su- 
preme in politics south of Fourteenth 
Street. From 5 o’clock in the morning, 
when the lines first formed, until after 
midnight the stream of people, rich and 
poor, gld and young, poured without in- 
termission into the Timothy D. Sullivan 
Clubhouse at 207 Bowery, where the 
coffin rested on a bier on the top floor. 
It was estimated that 20,000 persons 
azed for the last time yesterday on 

Big Tim's "’ features, and that of this 
great number at least 15,000 had known 
and loved him in life. 

It was a remarkable 
memory of the “ Big Feller,’ as_they 
speak of him on the Bowery. Side by 
side with the man of wealth, who came 
down to the Bowery in his limousine, 
was the hobo gr the ‘‘down and out 
in rags; behing the irishman walked 
the Jew, the German, the Italian, the 
Frenchman, the Scandinavian, the 
Chinese, the Spaniard, and even the 
Turk it was, in fact, a procession of 
all nations. : 

At wouu the crowd that waited to 
wind its way up the three flights of 
stairs leading to the big assembly room 
in which the body lay had reached its 
greatest proportions. It stretched up 
and down the Bowery for blocks, and 

‘ rn staivrge 
banked itself in side streets. The stairs 
of the clubhouse are narrow, and 
guards were stationed to see that those 
who ascended went by the southern 
edge of the stairway and retired via 
the northern edge. 

Many Costly Floral Tributes. 

In the assembly room the coffin rested 
on two large mahogany stools. Back of 
it was a large crucifix. Beside it twen- 
ty-four candles burned in a huge can- 
delabra of brass. Back of the cande- 
labra were banked the floral tributes, 
many of the pieces in size and 
and costliness fit for the bier of a king, 
which was proper enough, for ‘ Big 
Tim’ 
kingship, and down there, where 
years his regal sway had been unques- 
tioned, they were paying reverence to a 
ruler dead.

Bitter at Official Neglect. 


Action of some sort will be taken by

and also why the body was_ permitted 
to remain for more than eleven days in 


the Fordham Morgue without any ef- 
fort being made to identify it.

| result in a complete reorganization. of 
the city’s morgue system. White said 
that he thought it’ would be a good

cation possible. Such a photograph, had 
}one been made of “* Big Tim,’ *agvould 
have resulted in almost immediate iden- 
| tification, he added. 

The famlily.and friends of ‘‘ Big Tim’ 
want to know _ why one of the several 
clues that would have led to the speedy 
identification of the body was not fol- 
lowed up .by the morgue authorities. 
The tailor whose name was in Big 
| Tim’s inside coat pocket said he could 
have identified the body by _ telephone 
had he been asked about the pepper 
and salt suit that bore his name. 


Tim’s Charities to be Continued. 

One question that was asked hun- 
dreds of times yesterday was as to the 
probability ‘of the continuance of the 
Bowery charities of “ Big- Tim,” par- 
ticularly the big Christmas dinners and 
the free distribution of shoes. Larry 
Mulligan was asked about that. 

“As long as we have a dollar left 
those dinners will be served and the 
shoes will be given away {n memory of 
‘Rig Tim,’” he said. 

‘This news was conveyed to the sor- 
rewing “down and outs,” who by hun- 
dreds passed’ around * Big ‘lim’s”’ cot- 
tin yesterday, and later these unfor- 
tunates gathered at street corners and 
in- lodging house reading rooms to talk 
of the “Big Fellow’’ and his deeds ot 
kindness and to rejoice that his triend- 
ship for them. was not to be buried in 
his grave.

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B. L. MORRIS DIES 
OF GAS POISONING 


Wife Finds Scientist in Bed 
Dead from Accidental 
Asphyxiation. 


WIND BLOWS OUT THE GAS 


’ 


Mr. Morris Had Been Curator of 


Natural Science in the Brook- 


lyn Institute. 


Edward Lyman Morris, for the last 
six years curator of natural science in 
the museum of the Brooklyn Institute 
of Arts and Sciences, and formerly 
field assistant of the United States Fish 
Commission, was found dead in bed yes- 
terday morning at his home, 428 Fast 
Twelfth Street, Flatbush, Brooklyn. 
His death, according to the Parkville 


police, was due to accidental asphyxi- 
ation. 

Mr. Morris, with his wife and 3-year- 
old son, lived in a pretty Italian villa 
in Flatbush. On Saturday night they 
entertained a small party of friends, 


and did not retire until well after mid- 
night. When Mrs, Morris went to her 
husband’s room to awaken him in the 
morning she found gas escaping from 
a jet partially opened. The window of 
the room was raised and the police who 
were called in said a gust of wind must 
have blown out the Hght, probably left 
burning low by Mr. Morris. 

Mr. Morris “was born in Monson, 
Mass., Oct. 23, 1870, He was graduated 
from Amherst in 1891, and received his 
master’s degree from that institution in 
1895. He was.laboratory assistant and 
instructor in biology at Amherst, 193- 
95: instructor in botany, Western High 
School, Washington, D. C., 1895-96. and 
instructor in biology and chemistry, 
1896-98. From 1900 to 1907 he was head 
of the Department of Biology in the 
Washington high schools. In 1907 he 
went to the Brooklyn Institute. He 
acted as a special plant expert for the 
United States National Herbarium and 
the Department of Agriculture in 1898.

RICHARDS SUCCEEDS 
IN SANDY HOOK SWIM 


Boston Athlete Covers 22 Miles 
from Battery in 8 Hours 
11 Minutes. 


STARTS ON RETURN JOURNEY 


Rose Pitonof Also Makes Attempt, 
‘ but Falls to Reach Goal by 
Quarter Mile. 


The most. remarkable aquatic per- 
formance ever accomplished in New, 
York waters was made yesterday when 
Samuel Richards, Jr., the long dtatnans | 
@wimmer of Boston, representing the L 
Street Swimming Club and a registered 
athlete of the New England Branch 
Amateur Athletic Union, swam from 


the Battery to Sandy Hook and then 


began a return trip, swimming one 
mile on the homeward journey before he 
abandoned the attempt. He covered the 
actual distance between the Hook and 
the Battery, twenty-two miles, in eight 
hours and twelve minutes, which time 
reduces that of Commodore Alfred 


Brown, a local professional life saver, 
the first man to achieve the task, by al- 


most five hours. 

Ideal weather, perfect temperature, 
and favorable winds helped the Boston 
gwimmer in his wonderful performance, 
and, with the aid of a skilled pilot, the 
task did not really show his real abil- 
ity, for he could have probably gone a| 
greater distance on the return trip, but 
for a strong tide which set in at the 


Hook at the time. 
the tedious journey did he show signs, 
of faltering. This was when he was | 
recovering his second breath, which he 
finally got off Hoffman Island. From | 


this point to the end of the journey his | 
progress was made without apparent 


fatigue, and when he stood in the shal- 
low waters of Sandy Hook his physical 
condition showed no traces of his long,,| 


journey. | 

New York has seen numerous at- 
tempts at the hazardous task, but never } 
has a swimmer displayed such marked 


ability as to steer his own course and 
show perfect familiarity with eddies and |

Richards dove off the small basin | 
wall at the Department of Docks and | 
Ferries at the upper end of the Battery, 
at 6:40 A. M., and reached the Hook | 
at 2:52 PF. M. He had every —s 
for the accomplishment of the swim, 
feature lacking with most of the seekers 
of the coveted honors. A delegation of 
seven expert swimmers from Boston, 
members of his club, made the trip and | 
materially assisted ‘him in his etforts. 
Two boats manned by expert swimmers 
were flanked on etither side of Richards, 
throughout the entire course, and 
specially prepared nourishment was 
ready for him when he called for it. 

During the eight hours and twelve 
minutes of labor he partook of nourish- 
ment three times. First he took a mixt- 
ure of hot milk and fresh eggs prepared 
on a little alcohol lamp rigged up on 
the stern of the piloting boat, and after- 
ward ate two base of chocolate and 
drank a tonic. 

Richards’s performance establishes a 
record in the event, inasmuch as he 
completed the swim on his first attempt. 
Brown, the only other man to make the 
complete journey, failed several times 
before accomplishing it. Richards is a 

werful swimmer, unusually fast for a 

istance man and supremely confident. 
His stroke never deviated, and he used 
the English overhand stroke, with a
